PHYSIOLOGY 

New Society Holds Success- 
ful Meeting.

Next Meeting to be Held on 
Nov. 29th. 

The second meeting of the ncwly- 
fonncd Physiological Society \v.is 
held ycstcrdaj'- evening, in the Old 
Medical Building, and gave further 
assurance of the success which is to 
attend the activities of this organiza- 
tion. 

To a goodly numher of interested 
incnihcr.s from Med. '25, '24, and '26, 
Dr. Ca.s.sidy spoke on past and pres- 
ent views on the function of the Ali- 
mentary Tract. A good ili'.il of liig'lit 
was thrown on tlic ideas ami theories 
of ph.v.siploRists at various periods in 
history. Their knowledge of the sub- 
ject utidcr discuVsion' was, until the 
18th century, very slight, due mainly 
to tlicir blind acceptance of teachings 
handed down from the ancients. Ev- 
ery part or organ of the body was 
under the control of its own par- 
ticular spirit or soul; in the adminis- 
tration of medicines, therefore, the 
object was to influence the .spirit or 
spirits conccrnef]. 

Later was intro(l\irid tlie Theory of 
Mechanical Effect, according to 
which ail the changes in the body 
were due to external, causes. Great 
oiuphasis, no doubt too great cmpha- 
••is. was laid cm the newly discovered 
"inscn.«ibie perspiration."' Digcstior. 
was believed, to be effected by tliv 
crn.shinjK of flic food in the stomach; 
liquefaction, |tiiorcover, was believed 
to be due to the secretion of a juice 
from th6 ends of the nerves supply- 
ing the stomach. 

In the 18lh century definite ad- 
vances were made by such men as 
Beaumont, Coombc, Uostock, Spat-" 
lanxani and Diipuylrcn. The bril- 
liant work and painstaking direct ob- 
servations of Beaumont on the func- 
tioning of the stomach constitute 
what is still considered as an ex- 
tremely valuable classic. 

About 50 years ago the difference 
between the pcrislaltric and pcndular 
movements of the intestine was re- 
cognized, hi addition, the three 
t>p(s 01 food-stufïs — I'ats. Proteins, 
and Carbohydrates — had been differ- 
entiated, and the. action on these of 
the saliva, the gastric and pancreatic 
secretions, had been intelligently stud- 
ied. Ijiiyliss and Starling have con- 
tributed nnuh to the understanding 
01 till- intestinal movements, and such

MET LAST NIGHT 



Interesting Discussion Led by 
N. E. Peterson. 



The Society met in the Presbyterian 
College (in Tuesday evening to 
■.ransact liusincss and discuss the 
question "The Chief Function of the 
Ministry." 

l!usinoss was quickly finislicd. and 
Mr. X. I-:. Peterson. B.A., of the 
Diocesan Collosc opened the discus- 
sion. He said that the Ministry was 
1 man'ts job. It was greater than 
Medicine, Law, or Science, ;.for it 
de.ilt with the real nature of man, and 
-.hat, in a two-fold sense tcinp-.iral and 
"piritnal. In this question, as in all 
others, we could turn to. Christ ,is 
3ur example. Christ, as King, served 
His people; as Prophet He taught 
tlîom. and as Priest He guided their 
worship. Mr. Peterion developed the 
subject along these lines, and alter a 
sustained and somewhat critical dis- 
cussion which provoked mno!: tiiou.nht 
he summed up the topic by sayin.^ 
that the chief functioii of the Minis- 
try was to let men know, throuqh the 
Mirce methods outlined, God's will 
for man. 

The nc.\t meetini,' is boolred for 
Dec. 1,3, at tlie Congregational Col- 
lege, when Mr. Morri-son will open 
the discussion on "The Church and 
Democracy."

INTERESTING 
LECTURE BY 
DRJLCOHEN 

On Subject of Metastability 
MODERN RESEARCH 



Second of Series of Lectures 
by Dutch Chemist. 

Dr. Ernest Cohen, Professor of 
Physical Chemistry at the Royal Uni- 
versity of Utrecht, continued his in- 
leresling series of lectures on the 
•.Metastability of Matter and its 
Cearing on Physics and Chemistry." 

Speaking before the Chemical So- 
ciety in the lecture room of the Chem- 
istry Building last night. Dr. Cohen 
gayc examples of substauce.5 which 
exist in as many as seven or eight 
various modifications. Many of these 
Viiriatioiis make themselves manifest 
in color or crystalline form, or 
sometimes their existence can only be 
made apparent by the minutest 
changes in solubility or density. Sul- 
phur, for example, exists in three 
crystalline forms — rhombic, monosy- 
mctric and monoclinic. Rhombic sul- 
phur at ordinary temperature changes 
to the monosymctric at 95 deg. Cen- 
tigrade, but when cooled below this 
temperature again it docs not at once 
change back to the rhombic form, but 
may be kept for years, during all 
which time, however, it is very slow- 
ly returning to the stable form. .Many 
other substances pos.^ess this properly 
of existing in stable and unstable 
niodirications. Mercuric Iodide is 
such an one, and when in the unstable 
form lias a bright yellow color, while 
when .slablo the color is rc/l. In the 
course of perhaps a hundred years 
the yellow mercuric iodide is changed 
to ibe stable form. If, however, it 
immersed in an cluctrolitc th.^ reac- 
tion goeii on much mora ratjidl^".- 

I'D! the laboratoines of Utrecht a 
piipii of Dr. Cohen's had . determined 
the solubility of Cadmium iod;(l';. 
III accuracy of .02 per cent. VVhtn 
in the course of some further experi- 
ments, Di\ Cobcn dclcrniiiicd its solu- 
bility, he ditTcrcd each time in suc- 
cessive experiments to a degree too 
grcàt to be explaind by experimental 
error. The explanation lies in the 
fact that Cadmium iodide exists in 
two forms, which for the clearness 
of his audience. Dr. Cohen called 
alpha and beta. The alpha and. beta 
form's viiry in stability and .solubil- 
ity. Slides were shown of the com- 
plicated apparatu.s by means of 
which the cadmium iodide was chang- 
ed, from one form to another.

There is also a tendency for the college student to become so 
engrossed in the varied activities of the liniversity that he loses 
s^ht of the fact that college is really a very small part of a, world 
that is very big. If the undergraduate is to think independently, 
and if his life is liot to 'be bounded by the somewhat restricted in- 

. terests of college' life, he should have some interesting bobbies, 

• atid should also indulge in ïhe practice of wandering oflf by himself 
occasionally and of thinking things over quietly. Quiet, unhur- 
ried |t|ought is^ooQjway of developing personality and character, 
attd hot only that.'Vût it will lead a man to see the different phases 
off; life as they stand in their true relation to one another. He will 
see things as they are, and will not tend to exaggerate one phase 
of life at the expense of another. 

■ If a man finds that his own company bores himself he may 
rest assured that there is something fundamentally wrong with 
his character.

And the handicap is 
expressed in the two words, "Fleet 
Street !" One means, of course, the 
Fleet Street which can turn out at- 
tractive "By our special London^'cor- 
rcspondent" articles or "special" lead- 
ers by the yard, stereotype them and 
get thehv delivered the same evening 
at the offices of their provincial sub- 
scribers; the Fleet Street which can 
also distribute its own morning is- 
sues in the Midlands by breakfast time 
and the north long before noon, .nnd 
give the local dailies thereby a stag- 
gering handicap; the Fleet Street, too, 
that can deliver replicas of its own 
London publications in the leading 
cities of the provinces" with the morn- 
ing's milk.

And yet The 
Manchester Guardian, which cele 
brates its first centenary today, has in 
a way held to a reputation mainly 
through the range and authority of "its 
special correspondence and by filling 
its editorial columns with the lucubra 
tions of men who have a national rep- 
ute. 

One hundred years ago the revolu- 
tionary changes wrought in England 
by the great mechanical inventions were 
well on their way, and the expansion 
which 'was to make Manchester the in 
dustrial metropolis of England had be 
gun. Politically also the city was al 
ready importa"ht. Tt was foremost in 
the long struggle for parliamentary re- 
form which, starting along with the 
American Revolution, was to culminate 
in the bistoric Reform -Act of 1832. 

The Guardian was a direct product 
bf this national agitation for popular 
rights. Its first number. May 5, 1821 
was a- modest four-page weekly, sold at* 
7d,— -a high price uiadc. necessary by the 
imposts on paper and advertisements 
which were denounced by the reformers 
of that day as the taxes on knowledge. \> 
The founder was John Edward Tay- 
lor a fine and courageous citizen of 
Manchester. With him was associated 
Jeremiah Garnett, as printer, business 
manager and sole reporter. Garnett 
wrote a rough stenography of his own 
invention, or, with equal ease, he comr! 
pçsçd h(5 own copy at the case. In 1836 
tl)e ;.pap$r became a bi-weekly ;, and in 
18.ÎS, when Mr. Gladstone began the re- 
peal of the taxes on knowledge, it en- 
tered upon its career as a penny daily. 
Seven years before this its -ownership 
had passed to the founder's son, John. 
Edward Taylor 11, " who enjoyed the 
ftood fortune of seeing The Manchester 
Guardian mount to its position of ack- 
nowledged leadership in English journ 
alism., 

Foi"'closc upon fifty years The Man 
Chester Guardian has been under th$ 
single editorial direction of its prcsï 
rnt proprietor-editor, Charles PrcstI 
wich Scott, who was appointed to the 
chair in 1872, three years after gradu- 
ating, at Oxford University. For 12 
years (18?S-1906) he sat in Parliament, 
During its first half-century of 
steady growth, before the advent of 
the present editor, The Manchester 
Guardian was known as a leading organ 
of that Liberalism which, in the epoch of 
Cobden, Bright, and Gladstone, became 
the controlling force of England. Mr 
Scott continued and enriched that tra. 
dition. Under his direction The Man 
Chester Guardian gave firm, but wholly 
independent, support to the liberal pob 
icies which for so long a term of year? 
bore the Gladstonian stamp. It stood for 
'free nationality in the Balkans againsjt 
the dissolviiig Turkish power, and at 
tacked the adventurous imperialism of 
Disraeli, in the East, as 20 years later

Walter de la Mare had inspiring sur- 
roundings in which to deliver his Icc- 
tiire, "Islands and Robinson Crusoe," 
when he addressed an enthusiastic audi- 
ence in what was once described by 
Ruskin as "the most beautiful room in 
London." The Honorable Lady Lyttlc- 
ton, the wife of the governor of Chelsea 
Hospital, had placed al the disposal o: 
the joint parliamentary advisory coun- 
cil (who are in need of imuls) her 
drawing room at the hospital, from the 
walls of which look down the wonderful 
Vandyke portrait of Charles I and his 
family, and several canvases of Sir 
Peter Lely. .Xs the haughty Duke of 
York gazed somewhat superciliously on 
the twentieth century company it was 
impossible not to think of Pepys' words 
in describing the painter of the por- 
trait, "A mighty proud man, and full of 
state." 

Mr. do la Marc transferred his audi- 
ence to the glittering glamour of the 
South Seas, and paid incidentally a 
t.'ibute to solitude so difficiih to achieve 
amid the hurry of the worl:-a-day world. 
No one," he said, "is without interest 
in stories of solitude," and certainly he 
cculd not complain o.f any lack of inter- 
est ill his audience as they listened spell- 
bound to the ever-new and delightful 
story of Robinson Crusoe. "Romance to 
be Romance must be precarious and 
transitory, for Romance is only one re- 
move from Tragedy," said the poet. 
Then in lighter vein he described the 
evolution of the story of Robinson Cru- 
soe by that prince of all imaginative 
journalists, Daniel Dofoe. Mr. dc la 
Marc was amusing in his description of 
that erratic genius who wrote bouks and 
pamphlets on such diver.<;e subjects as 
'.\n Argument for a Standing .Army,' 
a dissertation on the shocking arrogance 
of "Our Women and Men in Domestic 
Service," and "A Plan of English Com 
nicrce !" 

Itr. dc la Marc poked fun at the Im- 
itators of Robinson Crusoe, none of 
whom, he asserted, had managed to 
catch the glamour of the original. He 
was gently satirical at the expense of 
the much-read "Swiss Family Robin- 
son," who "always appeared to have a 
Whiteley or 'universal provider' al 
their disposal no matter how deserted 
the island, and who ne\-cr were at a 
loss for commonplace observations on 
any and all subjects."

In domestic concerns The Minchcstcr 
Guardian has stood for a conception of 
Liberalism wider, and it is believed deep- 
er than that which satisfied the Victor 
ians, while in imperial affairs it has been 
identified^with those aims which today 
arc recognized as the only basis for an 
enduring British commonwealth of na 
tions. 

The character of a newspaper is, of 
course, mainly determined by the de- 
gree in which its directing policy is re- 
flected through the staff. More than 
40 years ago Mr. Scott secured the ser 
vices of William Thomas Arnold, u 
grandson of Arnold of Rugby and bro- 
ther of Mrs Humphrey Ward, one of 
the ablest of contemporary English 
journalists. It was largely with Ar- 
nold's assistance that the editor was 
enabled to develop the distinctive cha- 
racteristics of The Afanchester Guard

There arc quite a number of stu- 
dents who- have not-as yet 'fillcd in

"If, then, we would possess good 
taste we must take pains about it," 
.Augustine BirrcU assures us in his 
"Miscellanies." "We must study models, 
we must follow examples, we must com- 
pare methods, and (above anything else) 
we must crucify the natural man. If 
there is one thing lo be dreaded in these 
matters, it is what is called the unaided 
intelligence ul the masses. .\ crudciy- 
colored oleograph of the .-Mbert Me- 
morial may give pleasure to an unaided 
intelligence, hut is that pleasure to be 
compared in depth of satisfaction with 
that which is affqrded when the educat- 
ed eye feasts upon the nature-interpret- 
ing canvas of a great artist? 

".Ml, I think, are agreed about the 
study of the models; of the things 
which are attested, the things which, as 
St. .Augustine says; sana mens omnium 
homonum attestatur.' The elegant .Ad- 
dison agrees. "Liteniry taste," say he, 
"is the faculty which discerns the beau- 
ties of an author with pleasure and the 
imperfections with dislike. If a man 
would know whether he is possessed o! 
litis faculty 1 woultî have him read over 
tl-.f celebrated works of antiquity, which 
have stood the test of so many differ- 
ent ages and countries." Hume says the 
same thing. So docs Goethe, who 
said to Eckcrmann, "Taste is only to 
he educated by contemplation, not of 
the tolerably good, but of the truly 
excellent. I therefore show you only tiie 
best works and when you arc grounded 
it: these you will have a standard for 
the rest, which ynu will know how t'- 
value without overrating them. .\nd I 
••how you the best in each class, tiiat you 
may perceive that pO' class is to be dcs- 
'.:iscd, but that each gives delight when 
n man of .genius attains the ' highest 
Doint." Mr. Matthew .Arnold strongl.v 
'-.eld the same view, and recommends u-- 
all lo carry in,,our licads scraps nf Hu- 
•vcr and Virgil, of Dante and Shake 
■'piiare, of Milton and Keats, and when- 
ever we are required, as we so often are. 
to admire the worthless and extol the 
-c inmonplacc, to murmur these pass- 
ages under our breath as a kind of tastr- 

•onic Mr. .Arnold's pocket scale.< 

■'or testing poets have been ridicuIcH 
Sut 1 recomniciid their use unhcsitat- 
■ngly. 

"Wc may then, 1 think, as-sume tliat 
'he best way of telling a good book 
'rom a bad one is to make yourself as 
•Aidl acquainted as you can with somr 
jf the great literary models. Do not 
■X frightened of them. They afford 
tlie widest choice; they arc for all 
u-oods. There is no need to like then- 
■'m alike. Tlic language difficulty 
•.rcsses heavily upon some, but, as we 
\TC seeking only our own good and 
lot aspiring to instruct the world, v/c

"1 look a walk on Spaulding's Farm 
the other aiternnon," Thoreaii confides 
to us. ' "1 saw the .setting sun lighthig 
up the opposile fide of a stalely pine 
wood. Its golden rays straggled into 
the aisles of Ihe wood as into some 
noble hall. I was impressed as if 
.some ancient and altogether admirable 
and shining family had settled there 
in that part of the land called Con- 
cord, unknowh to- me,— to whom the 
sun was scrvant,-^whb had not gone 
into society in the village,— who had 
not been called on. I saw their park, 
their pleasure-ground, bc.vond through 
the wood, in Spaulding's cranbcrry- 
n;eadow. The pines furnished them 
with gables as they grew. Their house 
was not obvious to vision; the trcc^ 
grew through it. I do not know 
-.vhcthcr I heard the sounds of a sup- 
pi ossed hilarity or not. They seemed 
to recline on the sunbeams. They have 
sons and daughters. The farmer's carl-
